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WAS THERE A COVER-UP? 


GRAND JURY TO LOOK INTO POSSIBLE COVER-UP BY CHICAGO POLICE IN LAQUAN MCDONALD SHOOTING

A special grand jury wiU be impaneled to in- 
vestigate a possible cover-up by Chicago po- 
lice in tbe fatal shooting of Laquan McDonald 
at the request of a special prosecutor appoint- 
ed in July to investigate the matter. 

Patricia Brown Holmes, the special pros- 
ecutor, said Monday that she has enough evi- 
dence to present to a grand jury as she made 
her request that one be convened. 

LeRoy Martin Jr., the presiding judge of 
Cook County’s criminal division who ap- 
pointed Holmes, said he would convene the 
special grand jury in the next two weeks to 
hear evidence. 

Holmes, a former Cook County judge, told 
reporters after the court hearing at the Leigh- 
ton Criminal Court Building that a grand jury 
investigation would be the fairest way to han- 
dle the case rather than making a decision to 
bring charges on her own. 

“In a decision that’s this weighty and im- 
portant, I think the public would want to have 
some oversight,” Holmes said of her decision 
to use a grand jury “It’s fair and it’s impartial 
and it lends credibility to the process.” 

Martin named Holmes to look into whether 
the officers lied to justify the October 2014 


shooting of the 17-year-old. Her investigation 
also could extend to police supervisors who 
were involved, according to lawyers who had 
asked the judge to appoint a special prosecutor. 

Late last month, police Superintendent 
Eddie Johnson moved to fire four patrol offi- 
cers and a sergeant he accused of lying about 
the shooting. 

Holmes declined to say Monday how many 
officers were under criminal investigation, 
but she emphasized there would be “no rush 
to judgment.” 

“We want to make sure that they are treat- 
ed fairly... and thatwe’re doing things the way 
that they ought to be done,” she said. 

She said the case “tugs at you from both 
sides.” 

“I’ve got friends who are police officers, 
but then I understand the [victim’s} families 
in this case,” she said. 

The special grand jury— typically made up 
of 16 people— would be drawn from the pool 
of people regularly called to jury duty at the 
county’s main criminal courthouse at 26th 
Street and California Avenue. By law, it must 
meet at least once a month, but its delibera- 
tions would be secret. 

Grand jurors can ask questions and help 


steer the investigation, but the prosecutor 
typically still plays a key role in who, if any- 
one, would be indicted. 

Holmes said the investigation could last any- 
where from weeks to months before the grand 
jury decides whether to indict any officers. 

“You present one thing and then the grand 
jury gets to say, ‘Hey wait a minute, what 
about this? What about that?’ Or they say, ‘I 
like this information, let’s go.’ And you don’t 
really know until you present the information 
how they’re going to go,” she told reporters. 

The dashboard camera video of white po- 
lice Officer Jason Van Dyke shooting the black 
teen 16 times has caused a firestorm of contro- 
versy and led to calls for major reforms and a 
U.S. Justice Department investigation of Chi- 
cago police practices. The accounts of several 
officers dramatically differed from the video. 

In February, a coalition of about 25 commu- 
nity groups, prominent attorneys and a mem- 
ber of McDonald’s family filed a petition ask- 
ing that a special prosecutor be appointed to 
investigate not only McDonald’s shooting but 
also the officers at the scene. State’s Attorney 
Anita Alvarez opposed a special prosecutor 
during her hard-fought re-election effort ear- 
lier this year, but after her primary loss, she 


withdrew her opposition. 

Judge Vincent Gaughan, who is oversee- 
ing the criminal case against Van Dyke, ap- 
pointed Kane County State’s Attorney Joseph 
McMahon as a separate special prosecutor to 
handle the prosecution ofVan Dyke, who was 
charged with first-degree murder. 

The video showed Van Dyke opening fire 
within seconds of exiting his pofice SUV as 
McDonald walked away from police with a 
knife in his hand, contradicting many of the 
officers’ written accounts that the teen had 
lunged with the knife. Federal prosecutors 
also have been looking into possible charges 
against those officers for many months. In 
addition, the city inspector general’s office, 
which has the power to investigate and make 
recommendations on employee matters and 
pohcies, is looking into the matter. 

For the better part of a year. Mayor Eman- 
uel fought the release of the dashcam video 
of the shooting. A judge ordered Emanuel to 
release the video in November 2015, more 
than a year after the shooting occurred. Van 
Dyke was charged with murder hours before 
the video was made public, leading some to 
accuse Emanuel of being complicit in a cover- 
up and fueling weeks of protests.

Over the past few seasons, the Cubs have 
celebrated the history of the franchise like 
never before, inviting back former players— 
both well-known and relatively obscure — to 
throw out the first pitch, to sing the seventh- 
inning stretch or simply to be showered with 
applause between innings. The new video 
board also has provided an outlet to honor 
Cubs legends, with the playing of Ernie Banks’ 
500th home run and highlights of the Ryne 
Sandberg game an almost daily occurrence. 

But Sosa is curiously absent. During his 
years on the North Side, he dragged bad 
Cubs teams into contention on multiple 
occasions and— perhaps just as impressive 
a feat— he single-handedly put fans in the 
seats to watch unwatchable baseball, just so 
they could have a chance to witness Sammy 
launch a ball or two into orbit. 

He didn’t just save baseball in Chicago, he 
saved baseball— period. His 1998 home run 


chase with Mark McGwire resuscitated a dy- 
ing sport, one with dwindfing attendance and 
a serious lack of star power. Sosa provided 
necessary flair in spades, whether it be his 
patented home run hop, blowing kisses to 
the camera or sprinting out to right field to 
start each game. 

We’re talking about a player who hit 
60-plus home runs three times — the only 
player in the sport’s history to accomplish 
that feat. That’s almost impossible to imag- 
ine novw Of course, we’re all aware that his 
assault on the record books reportedly came 
with a bit of unauthorized help. And that ac- 
counts for part— although not all— of the rift 
between Sosa and the team. 

Even so, look around the league today 
McGwire and Barry Bonds, maybe the 
two most infamous users of performance- 
enhancing drugs, are both gainfully employed 
in MLB as coaches— McGwire with San 


Diego and Bonds with Florida. 

But for some reason the Cubs have decid- 
ed to fence off Sosa from the public like the 
Fukushima reactor. If they’re trying to scrub 
his name from the annals of history, it isn’t 
working; take a stroll through WrigleyvUle 
on a game day and you won’t be able to keep 
count of all the No. 21 jerseys. 

Someday in the distant future, when 
Millennial-aged fans are bouncing their 
grandkids on their knees telling stories about 
the Cubs, they’ll start with the Kris Bryant- 
and Anthony Rizzo-led team that won the 
World Series for the first time in more than 
too years. 

But next, they’ll tell of the thrill of watch- 
ing Slammin’ Sammy in his prime. Hopefully 
by then— if not by this postseason— a No. 21 
flag will be in its rightful place, waving from 
the right-field foul pole.

7 chances are he’s going to bring out a local rapper. Over the past few 
years, Chance the Rapper, Vic Mensa, Tfee, Leather Corduroys (Joey 
Purp and Kami de Chukwu) and more have all shared the stage with him. 


“It’s just a natural thing,” the 33-year-old 
Chicago native tells me over the phone from 
Los Angeles. ‘lAt Southern Illinois University 
I used to host this open mic called Sunday 
School Sessions that my hoy DJ Tony Trimm 
used to have in his house, where acts like 
Open Mike Eagle would perform and a lot of 
other people would do poetry or rap.” 

He continues, “My roots from when I first 
started in 2002 just comes from being around 
music and rap all the time. I just like putting 
on a full show Sometimes it works, some- 
times it doesn’t. Sometimes people are like, 
‘We didn’t ask to see rap, Hannibal, what the 
[bleep] is this?’ ” 

For his new tour, the Hannibal Montanabal 
Experience, which hits the Chicago The- 
atre on Wednesday Buress hadn’t picked an 
opener yet as of this interview “I don’t have 
one yet, but I am looking into having some- 
body open. Especially with my biggest shows, 
I like to have something extra for the crowd 
and support some local artists,” he says. For 
the record, I suggested recent RedEye cover 
star Saba, who, like Buress, is from the West 
Side neighborhood Austin. Buress mentions 
how much he loves Chance the Rapper’s ‘An- 
gels,” which features Saba. (Later on in our in- 
terview, he said Chance the Rapper’s “Smoke 


Break” was his favorite Chicago song of the 
year. “I play ‘Smoke Break’ off of Chance’s 
album a lot,” he says. 

“That’s a crazy track.”) 

“It’s funny the 
crowd came to see 
comedy,” he says 
about bringing rap 
acts to his shows. 

“Sometimes, [bleep] is 
tough. People are sit- 
ting down and you’ve 
gotta command ’em. 

If there’s an act that 
I’ve been super ex- 
cited about and I’d be 
watching the crowd 
and they’d not be into 
it at all, rU just be so 
frustrated, like, ‘Y’all 
don’t hke this? You 
know I paid $2,000 
for this.’” 

Buress is unques- 
tionably a prolific 
comic and a busy man. 

Following stints on Comedy Central’s “Broad 
City” and his own variety talk show, “Why? 
With Hannibal Buress,” which aired last year 


for one season, he’s also released two 2016 
Netflrx specials, “Comedy Camisado” and the 
documentary “Hannibal Takes Edinburgh,” 
and is the co-host of Adult Swim’s absurd and 
funny “The Eric Andre Show.” On top of that, 
he’s had roles in films such as “Neighbors 2,” 
“The Secret Life of Pets” and “The Angry 
Birds Movie.” 

While that seems like a lot, his summer 
has been surpris- 
ingly relaxing for the 
always-working Bu- 
ress. “It’s been a lot 
of chilling and drink- 
ing. Idle hands are 
the devil’s something 
something, what is 
the saying?” Buress 
jokes. “I don’t know, 
but I’m not good left 
to my own devices. I 
mean, I haven’t done 
anything on the act- 
ing side [in] a couple 
of months. I’ve been 
writing jokes, fig- 
uring out different 
things for this show 
and going to UFC 
fights. 

“Lately, I’ve been in 
Chicago way more. I 
just feel better being 
in Chicago than I do in New York lately” con- 
tinues Buress, who’s been spotted at music 
festivals like Pitchfork and Lollapalooza this 


year. While he lives in New York, he’s been 
back to his hometown a lot more than usual. 
He explains, “I bought a building in Wicker 
Park, so I come back to handle stuff with 
that to just rent it out. You gotta buy [bleep], 
man. I’m grown up. You get to a point where 
you have money and you’re Hke, ‘This is in 
checking? I can’t have this in checking! I need 
to smarten up and invest for the future.’ ” 
Though this tour will have Buress on the road 
until mid-November, because his building’s 
already full of tenants, he’ll still be popping 
back into Chicago frequently 

On the road, he’ll also be starting a pod- 
cast. When asked how the idea started, Bu- 
ress laughs, “Well, I took a look at my ticket 
sales, and I said, ‘How can we change this?’ 
I took a look and said, ‘Oh, this has to stop. 
Boy, we need to do something!’ ” But unlike 
many other comedians’ podcasts, where it’s 
a longform interview with another comic, 
this podcast will be shorter and more casual. 
“I just thought it’d be fun with downtime on 
the road to talk about what’s happening that 
day, the news and the previous city’s show It’s 
more of a ‘dudes shooting the [bleep] on the 
road,’ maybe talking some current events, but 
yeah, that type of thing, and keep it around 
30-40 minutes.” 

Along with the tour and the podcast, 
there are several upcoming projects, both in 
film and on TV, that’ll feature Buress. First 
is “High Maintenance,” due out Friday, a hi- 
larious web series-turned-HBO show about 
a New York pot dealer and his quirky cHents 
in which Buress will reprise his role as him- 
self “The way I got on it when it was a web 
series was one of my friends, who was actually 
in the episode with me, Carlen Altman, she 
sent over a fink to it on G-chat. I cHcked on 
it and started watching it and got hooked,” 
Buress explains, noting that he knew show 
co-creator Katja Blichfeld when she worked 
as a casting director for “30 Rock.” 

He’ll also be on “Easy,” an incredible 
Chicago-set Netflix series from director Joe 
Swanberg. He has a small part as a journalist 
for NewCity who’s writing a story on an up- 
start brewery. Buress says of the experience, 
“I was excited just to film something in Chi- 
cago. I was not excited to film something in 
the middle of January. It was rough.” Noting 
how Swanberg refies largely on improvised 
dialogue from his actors, he adds, “Improvin’ 
when it’s below zero is not an ideal situation.” 

Perhaps Buress’ most high-profile upcom- 
ing role is as Coach Wilson in “Spider-Man: 
Homecoming,” which is due out July 7, 2017. 
“I finished ‘Spider-Man’ in May or June. I’m 
playing one of those dumbass characters who 
don’t realize he’s Spider-Man,” he laughs, 
before admitting, “I’m actually more of an 
X-Men Gambit or a Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles dude even though Spider-Man is obvi- 
ously iconic.”
